teria. The Countess, however, is a 
strong minded woman and the 
trouble will not likely cause hysteria 
in her case. 

Eliza Vale, the maid who found the 
Countess in a faint on the floor of her 
room, testified that on this occasion 
she heard the Counteés pleading with 
the Earl. Afterwards the witness 
found her mistress lying on the floor 
naked.

New *ruiser Laueched 
By Associated Press. | 


Parape ruta, Dec. 2.—The United 
States armored cruiser New York was 
launched this afternoon from the yard 
of the Cramp Ship Building Company 
in the presence of 15,000 people, in- 
cluded among whom were the Secre- 
taries of the Nayy, Treasury and I[n- 
terior Departments, United States 
Senators, Congressmen, high naval 
| officers and representatives of the bus- 
iness and professional men from all 
parts of the country. Miss Helen 
Page, daughter of Seaver Page, Secre- 
tary of the United League Club of 
New York, broke the traditional bot- 
tle of wine upon the great steel ram 
cruiser, as it slid from the wooden 
eradie into the Delaware river and 
was cliriktened “New York.’’ 

For weeks past. preparations have 
been mnaking by the Messrs. Cramp 
for today’s lannch. -Unusua] roter- 
est was excited in the construction of 
the cruiser by reason of the vessel 
marking an era in the annals of Amer- 
ican ship-building. About 5,000 in- 
vitations were sent out. President 
Harrison, Secretary Blaine, Secretary 
Rusk, Governor Hill, Governor-elect 
McKinley and Governor Pattison were 
forced to decline the invitations, ow- 
ing to a pressure of business. ; 

When the New York is finished she 
will be the most formidable cruiser 
veseel that ever floated the stars and 
atripes, “and, in addition, she is the 
largeat and most powertully engined 
steamship ever built ovtside of the 
European ship yards. If the designs 
have been fulfilled by her builders, 
there is nothing afloat to-day of ber 
class that will be able to steam from 
her or to engage with her with any 
great hopes of victory. The New 
York will carry a battery of six 8-inch 
breech-loading rifles, twelve 4-inch 
rapid-fire guns, eight 6-pounders, four 
gatlings and six torpedo tubes. The 
following are the principal dimen- 
sions, etc., of the New York: Length 
on water line, 380 feet, 5 inches; 
breadth of beam, 64 feet; mean 
draught, 23 feet, 5 inches; displace- 
ment, 8,150 tons; maximum speed, 20 
knots; sustained sea speed, 18.5 knots; 
complement of officers and men, 475; 
coal endurance (total capacity ), 13,000 
miles. The New York will be a twin 
screw vessel, propelled by four separ- 
ate engines, each having a power of 
4.500 pounds. The electric iight 
plant will have a capacity of 20,000 
ampheres and will include 7,000 in- 
candescent lamps. In addition there 
will also be four search lamps.

A SprciAt letter from Santiago, 
Chili, da‘ed October 22d, gives the 
following version of the assassina- 
tion of the American sailors by 
Chilians, which occurred six days 
before the date oi the letter: “A 
few days sinte, the Baltimore’s 
crew was allowed to go on shore 
iu- Valparaiso. At the same time 
part of the Chilian man-of-war’s 
crew were on leave. At thc mole 
some discords took place aud the 
word ‘spies’ was used. This was 
a cause of anger tothe American 
sailors, and later on, through some 
cause, bitter feelings sprang up 
and a general row took place, last- 
ing abouttwwe bours. Before the 
police could quell it one American 
was shot through the throat and 
soon after died. Five more men 
were wounded, as well as some 
Chilians. Arrests of both parties 
were made and they were putin 
prison to await the investigation 
ofthe court. The news apers are 
very shy in recording that tbe of- 
fensive word ‘spfes’ was used, and 
which was resented. It cannot be 
denied that the Chilian public gen- 
erally feel that the word wae mer- 
ited toward the American vavy, 
as the presence of the Ba!timore 
bas been a source of irritation, and 
it would be increased if the Sap 
Francisco were here.” 

The correspondent says (he let- 
ter publisded by Minisier Egan’s 
son, in which he defends his father 
in the matter of the chargés made 
by the Chileans, has not altered 
the opinion of the populace, and 
Ega’s recall is still looked for. 

The correspondent adds: “The 
elections bave been free for the 
first time in the history of the Re- 
public, and no disturbances have 
taken place. The machinery used 
in polling votes is some afer the 
style of that of Aus_ralia. It 
worked very well, but needs a few 
changes in it to run smoothly. It 
is a singular fact that the same 
register of voters was used witb- 
out any change that was used in 
Balmaceda’s Congressional  elec- 
tion, there being no time to form 
anew one. The result has been a 
division of votes among many 
politica! parties, in which the Con- 
servatives, Nationals, Radicals, 
Liberals and Democrats are repre- 
sented, but up to this time the full 
results are not known.

DEAD WOMEN’S FINGERS. 


They Are Not Particularly Sought After 
| ‘by Gamblers. 

According to a story that comes from 
Cincinnati, says the Chicago News, 2 
woman’s grave there was lately dese- 
erated by a gambler for the purpose ©! 
getting the forefinger of the woman a+ 
a guaranty of good luck. + 

“I never heard such a story before, 
said a well-known gambler. ‘“Gam- 
blers are superstitious, but 2ot in this 
way that I haveever heard of. They 
have a mortal fear of pennies and will 
often throw them away, thinking that 
the copper brings them bad luck. In 
the game of faro bank coppers are gen- 
erally used, and pennies are considered 
as omens of evil if carried in the pock- 
ets. 

“It is just the same with old pocket- 
knives or anything that may be thought 
unlucky. They would sooner fling half 
their possessions into the river than 
run the chance of losing a game. It is 
sometimes very amusing to see how 
these superstitious notions prevail, but 
I suppose they are so well established 
that they are taken quite seriously. 

“Then gamblers make a great deal of 
how they take their seats at a table and 
whether they are accosted by anyone 
while they are playing. If you put 
your foot upon a gambler’s chair while 
he is playing he would call you a hoo 
doo and probably black your eye for 
you, as such a thing is counted un- 
lucky.” 

“He must have been a negro,” said 
another gambler, on reading the dis- 
patch. “It wasa pretty tough job to 
undertake, even for agambler. I won- 
der how any man could do it. He was 
a tough character, I'll bet.” 

“The man must have been crazy,” 
chimed in a third. “Some gamblers 
have their superstitions, but on the 
whole they are pretty much like other 

men. They don't, as a rule, act in such 
an outrageous manner as this. I fancy 
the man was off the square a bit.” 
INDIAN RUNNERS. 
They Are Employed in Mexico to Carry 
Mail Over the Mountains. 

The Indian runners are familiar fig- 
ures in Mexico, says the San Francisco 
Call. They are employed by the gov- 
ernment to carry the mails among the 

ra Nevada mountains, and make 
better time than any animal that could 
be employed. A runner will carry from 
twenty to thirty pounds of mail and 
never be delayed by washouts or swol- 
len streams. Ile is alwayson an easy 
run that must carry him along six or 
seven miles an hour at least. He is 
nearly always dressed in white cotton 
cloth, which makes him a conspicuous 
figure against the somber-.green and 
black tints of the high mountain levels, 
and which late’ in the evening causes 
him to look like a ghost or specter 
flitting among the pines and firs and 
moss-covered bowlders strewn along the 
trail. 

The trails, on the steep places, wind 
backward and fotward in stretches 
from fifty to seventy-five yards in 
length, in order to find a grade up which 
a heavily laden pack mule can make 
his way. But the athictic carrier does 
not run the whuvie length of these wina; 
ings in descending a hill. He cuts off 
the corners at ¢ach bend by placing his 
hand on the edge of the trail and vau!t- 
ing to the lower level whenever the two 
levels are not more than six or seven 
feetapart. All this time he never gives 
up the little dag trot that is carrying 
him forward soa rapidly and surely. The 
carrier will in half an hour go down a 
mountain side that would take the best 
mule in a bullion train or the fleetest 
one ridden by the little Mexican cabal- 
lero, the best rider in the world, half a 
day to accomplish. In ascending, too, 
the carrier has methods of taking 
shorter cuts up steeper inclines, so as to 
gain time and distance at every instance. 
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CONSANGUINEOUS MARRIAGES. 


They Are Productive of Defective On- 
spring. 

According to Dr. Bandin, of the 
French academy, the number of per- 
sons who are deaf mutes from birth in- 
creases in proportion to the degree of 
blood relationship existing between the 
parents. .In Berlin there are 6 deaf 
mutes among every 10,000 Protestants, 
27 among 10,000 Jews, and 31 among 
10,000 Catholics. In other. words. the 
number of deaf mutes is larger where 
the religion allows consanguineous 
marriages. The number also increases 
in countries where ther@are natural 
obstacles to marriages between those 
not thus related. In France the propor- 
tion is 6 to 10,000 inhabitants, in Corsi- 
ca 14, in the higher Alps 23, in Ircland 
11, and in the Canton of Berne 28. The 
danger of such Offspring from mar- 
riages between cousins is 18 times 
greater, between uncles and nieces 37, 
and b¢tween aunts and nephews 70 
times greatcr than between persons 
where bo such relationship exists.

WHEAT GOING UP. 


interesting Statiatics “Compiled 
by the Gazette 

The GazetTre predicts that wheat 
will go to 2 cents before the 18th day 
of December. Its prediction is based 
on the fact that there are ships to ar- 
rive and now in San Francisco Bay, 
chartered for the wheat trade, with a 
carrying capacity of 400,000 tons, 
while the visible supply of wheat on 
the whole coast is estimated by the 
Growers’ Exchange of San Francieco 
at 450,000 tons. That leaves but 50,- 
000 tous for home consumption. 

The wheat of Lovelock, in) this 
State, has all been mostly bought up 
by Moore, Ferguson & Co. of San 
Fravcisey, The wheat for sale now in 
this valley is variously estimated at 
from 250 to 300 tens. Moore, Fergu- 
eon & Co. have also bought and 
shipped from, Amedee this season 
750,000 pounds; Bperry & Co. have 
bonght and shipped 140,000 pounds, 
and Start & Co. have shi»ped 90,000 
pounds. There has also been shipped 
from Amedee to San Francisco 275,000 
lbs. of rye for export to Ravsia. The 
Union Pacific Railroad Company are 
carrying the crop of Utah to San 
Francisco via Portland, Oregon, thence 
by ship toSan Francigeo. It is un- 
derstood that the Utag crop has all 
been sold and mostly (Plivered.

A COLORADO CAVE. 
>eouliar Experience of e Party o1 
Pleasure-Seekers.

_ The Cavern Swept by « Current of Air 


Which Tosses Men About Like Straws 
—Arp Old-Timer’s Advea-" 
ture. 


There is‘ a cave near Rockwood, a 


railroad,” ‘which has been visited by 
many persons living pear, a8 well as by 


parties from Durango. No particular 


mention of'the cave has -been made, as 
it seemed tobe little worthy of notice 
—nothing uniqpe or striking. 

On a recent Sunday @ number of 
pleasure seekers left this city, says the 
Denver Suh, to join a party at Rock- 
wood who had planned to visit the cave. 
About four o’clock in the afternoon the 
members of the party, having di 
of their dinner, began to climb the hill, 
near the top of which the mouth of the 
cave is located. 

After much exertion the foremost of 
the party reached the mouth of the 
cave, and being in advance of his com- 
panions they were much startled to see 
him fall backward into the low oak 
brush as if he had been thrown from a 
catapult. His companions, pushing for- 
ward wore vigorously, soon came to his 
rescue and found him recovering from 
his tumble, not much hurt, but slightly 
scratched and somewhat dazed He 
could give no explanation of his sudden 
removal from the opening of the cavern. 

Curious to know what the cause was, 
the entire company in a body pushed 
up the hill, which has a particularly 
steep descent near the mouth of the 
eave. To the astonishment of the 
whole number, the instant after step- 
ping into the cave they found them- 
selves all piled together in a spot near 
where the first had landed. 

It took but a little while-to recover 
from the entanglement, when they be- 
gan to inquire’the cause of this sudden 
excitement. They all agreed that they 
had seen nothing to cause such a thing, 
and they were curious to know the 
reason for the phenomenon. But how 
to find out what they wished was the 
thing to decide. 

At last it was determined that the 
strongest gentleman of the party 
should gain a position at the side of the 
entrance, and, thus protected, get an 
opportunity to reconnoiter. So, taking 
a circuitous route and avoiding a posi- 
tion directly in front of the opening, 
they soon found themselves close be- 
side the entrance. Cautiously putting 
his head out beyond the protecting 
wall the foremost peered in. His hat 
immediately took flight down the de- 
clivity, but he was thus made aware of 
the exact state of affairs. 

The philosophy of the current of air 
in caves suddenly dawned upon him. 
As is well known, the air on a warm 
day in summer is much lighter on the 
outside of a cave or cellar than it is in- 
side. Consequently, the cold, heavy air 
rushes out with great violence—enough 
in this case to cause the trouble spoken 
of and throw the party down the hill. 

Later, relating this tale, an old timer 
told of a former adventure of his at the 
me place. Ona cold day in the early 
winter he was tracking a deer along 
this hillside, when he was astonished to 
sec the cave open up before him, and he 
noticed that the snow seemed to have 
been disturbed very recently, as though 
a body had been dragged into the en- 
trance. 

Without thinking he stepped forward 
to examine into the cause of the dis- 
turbed condition of the snow, when he 
felt himself violently pulled into the 
cave, the force pulling him from his feet. 
Ile felt a shock and for awhile was ob- 
livious to all around him. When his 
senses returned he found he was lying 
by and partially upon the body of a 
deer. Upon examination he found the 
body of the deer yet warm. 

This led. to closer examination still. 


He at last determined that the force of | 


the current of air blowing into the cave 
had drawn the deer in, killing it, but 
that when he was drawn in the shock 
was somewhat obviated by his striking 
the deer, thus saving him from death. 
The explanation is just the reverse of 
the other, the air being warmer inside 
of the cave than out. The current flows 
into the cave during the winter, thus ac- 
counting for the strange affair.
